Mayor Moon Landrieu has 
named Clay Shaw, the key 
figure in Dist. Atty. Jim Gar- 
rison’s unsuccessful attempt 
to prove a New Orleans-based 
conspiracy to kill President > 
John F. Kennedy, to the 
board of directors of the 
French Market Corp. 

‘ Shaw, 57, assumes the unsa- 
laried position only a few 
Weeks after a federal judge 
enjoined Garrison from prose- < 
ciiting Shaw for perjury. The 
district attorney had contend- 
ed the New Orleans business- 
man lied under oath during 
the 1969 trial in which he. was 
found innocent of conspiring 
to' murder Kennedy. 

“I'M VERY pleased, of 
Course,” Shaw said of .the ap- 
pointment. “The French Quar- 
ter has many problems. I 
hope I can be helpful.” 

Shaw, who has said the 
Garrison prosecution ruined 
him financially, had no com- 
ment yesterday when asked if-1 
his appointment represents a 
step toward a new life in his 
native New Orleans* 

''A former managing director
